Mental Health A Priority 


The Greater Lawrence Mental 
Health Center has appointed Ray- 
mond C, Yerkes, M.D. to be its 
new chief of children’ S$ services, 
filling’ a vacancy of over a year, 
and greatly expanding the Mental 
Health Center’s service potential 
to the area, including Andover. 

“A giant step forward’ toward 
development of a better community 
mental healti: program for the area 
was predicted by Theocore L, 
Russem, the center’s president, 
when he and GLMHC director Ed- 
ward W, Arnam, M.D. made the 
announcement Monday. 

Russem said that the combina- 
tion of Dr. Arnam’s and Dr. 
Yerkes’ efforts *fcan only lead 
to good for the people of Greater 
Lawrence.”” Dr. Arnam added that 
the center would soon have the 
additional services of a qualified 
psychiatric nurse. 

Dr. Yerkes, who is presently 
chief of community psychiatry at 
Boston’s James Jackson Putnam 
Children’s Center, is distinguished 
by his expertise in community 
mental health as well as child 
psychiatry. 

The new appointee, who will 
begin at GLMHC in June, received 
his medical training at Harvard 
Medical School, with internal and 
psychiatric postgraduate work at 
Beth Israel Hospital andChildren’s 
Hospital Medical Center and adult 
and child psychiatry training at the 
Massachusetts Mental Health 
Center, 

In Andover, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
hailed the 2 expansion ¢ of the Greater 
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Lawrence Health Center. 

‘*Mental Health is the Andover 
community’s number one priority, 
to me,’ he stated flatly, and said 
he had been working closely with 
Russem over the past year. 

*T am very pleased that Mr. 
Russem and Dr. Arnam are ‘try- 
ing to expand the services, and 
will be offering first-rate services 
to this community at very reason- 
able rates, to help serve our 
needs.”’ Seifert pointed out that 
the Andover schools have and will 
continue to have a mental health 
team, but that the psychologist 
and psychiatrist’s services are 
only part-time, while the needs 
are great. 

Seifert pointed out some of the 
symptoms that lead him to rate 
mental healthas Andovér’s number 
one priority: a serious and in- 
creasing alcohol problem, as well 
as a drug problem, among An- 
dover’s teenagers, including junior 
high students; the lack of any 
sense of community;, the lack of 
Sympathy and interaction within 
groups of people, whether they 
are children, parents, teachers 
or townspeople, 

Seifert insisted that the prob- 
lems are not Andover’s alone, and 
that the community should not feel 
ashamed or guilty that they exist 
here, as elsewhere; it is good 
mental health, rather, to take 
stock, and understand the reasons, 
the better to deal with the prob- 
lems. 

Many of the reasons come from 
outside the community, Seifert 
said, but with today’s instant com- 
munications media, they impinge 
on’ our community, whether the 
problems are the ambiguities of 
Vietnam or violence. If an An- 
dover teenager calls: an Andover 
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policeman a pig, for example, 
its not because he has perceived 
or reasoned this out; he is just 
percoune what he has seen on 


Behind the symptoms, Seifert 
sees the breakdownin family struc- 
ture and religious structure, and 
transiency instead of the older 
neighborhood structure.

Re-Election 
To Board 


Mrs. R. Milton Cole 


Mrs. R, Milton Cole, 268 High- 
land Road, homemaker and senior 
member of the school committee, 
has announced that she will seek 
re-election to the Andover school 
committee.

While the thought is good, 
particularly releasing the funds, 
could it be possible that a study 
might prove that there is suf- 
ficient space already in the town 
hall to meet requirements with 
little or no major financing? 

The addition is meant as a 
stopgap measure at best. 

A full evaluation of municipal 
facilities is needed now, in view 
of the school department’s an- 
nounced intention of abandoning 
the East Junior High school as 
an educational facility in five 
years. 

This is in dire need of study, 
since it would appear to be a 
functional school building and its 
replacement would mean an 
expenditure of probably several 
million dollars.

Sand, Salt 
Is Spread 


Conservati vely 


In compliance with public re- 
quests and ecology minded people 
in the community, the public 
works department has been sand- 
ing and salting streets and side- 
walks conservatively this winter. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin said this week that while winter 
weather has been more than usual 
this year, the public works depart- 
ment crews had been sanding and 
salting only as public safety condi- 
tions dictate. 

Comparable figures on sand salt 
tonnage used this year were not 
available, but would not be ac- 
curate due to the severity of this 
year’s snowfall comparedtoayear 
ago. 

Several requests have been made 
to town officials regarding the use 
of salt. 

The chemical has been found to 
be harmful to trees andother plant 
life, as well as polluting streams. 

Its use, however, continues to 
be necessary to keep roads and 
sidewalks safe, but the public 
works crews are doing what is con- 
sidered to be intelligent, conser- 
vative spreading of the material. 


No Pickup 
Of Trees 
This Year 


The public works department 
will not be picking up discarded 
Christmas trees, 

The practice was abandoned a 
year ago. 

Roth Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade agree that the 
practice of picking up the trees 
is impractical from a standpoint 
of manpower and time. 

The officials state that the size 
of the town is such that it would 
take considerable time to reach 
all areas, with the possibility of 
winter storms curtailing opera- 
tions. 

Persons wishing to dispose of 
Christmas trees at the landfill 
disposal site may do so by placing 
them in the upper area of the site. 
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renovated and updated. 

As for the town hall, it is 
conceivable that with a little 
reshuffling, the existing. struc- 
ture could suffice for awhile. 

With the opening of the public 
safety center, the police station 
was moved, thus providing addi- 
tional square footage for munici- 
pal offices. 

There are recognized needs for 
the town hall. 

Town Accountant Wendell A. 
Mattheson certainly shouldbe pro- 
vided with private office space. 
He currently examined the town 
finances amid the clanking of a 
computer. 


The conference room where 
selectmen’s meetings are held is 
small but is ample with the ex- 
ception of those sessions where 
controversial items are scheduled 
and large crowds appear. 

The planning board seems to 
have sufficient space for its hear- 
ings.

Students, Police Need To 
Establish Ground Rules 


High school students and police 
need to get together to establish 
accurate ground rules for social 
events at the high school, and the 
schools should help with this, the 
superintendent and school com- 
mittee agreed on Tuesday night. 

The groups heard Superinten- 
dent Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert de- 
scribe his discussions with 
students and police in the after- 
math of the arrest of seven young 
people at a Dec. 26th dance put on 
by young promoter John O’Neal 
at the high school. 

Seifert said he did not find the 
police unreasonable, nor did he 
find the vast majority of students 
unreasonable, although some prac- 


tices of some police aggravated

youth, and some youth certainly 
aggravated police. Seifert said he 
found a fair amount of reasonable- 
ness on both sides, and a need for 
a mechanism to agree on ground 
rules, so that dances can con- 
tinue to be sponsored and enjoyed 
at the high school.

Dan Frishman pointed out that 
if O’Neal increased personnel to 
avoid an other such incident it 
would create a very poor 
atmosphere for a dance, one that 
the school committee wanted no 
part of.

on the other hand, with school 


faculty present, do not seem to 
run into this kind of trouble, it was 
observed. Robert Carroll, present 
as Andover Education Association 
president, observed that he was 
at the door at most school dances 
when situations do come up, he said 
they need to be handled with skill, 
by taking the offenders outside, to 
talk with them and let them under- 
stand their behavior or condition 
isn’t acceptable at the dance, 
rather than by physically ejecting 
them. Respect for faculty mem- 
bers is an obvious factor, the 
committee observed. 

The superintendent observed 
that the schools must face the 
questions of what kind of social 
situations the school should 
tolerate. Should they tolerate boys 
calling students pigs or a line 
of a few girls saying ‘‘oink, oink,”’ 
to police? This kind of behavior, 
he noted, was a bit much for an 
off-duty policeman to take, for $20 
a night. He indicated that the ad- 
ministration would be meeting 
again with the police administra- 
tion, to see how they could faci- 
litate police - youth establishment 
of ground rules.

Bees Thriving In Hive 


Bees in January? 

Boston’s Museum of Science 
reports its observation hive is 
still full of honeybees, as busy as 
bees ever are. 

Bees do not die in winter, the 
Museum says. When there are 
no more flowers to visit, bees liv- 
ing under natural conditions out- 
doors become sluggish. They 
hang in a thick cluster, consum- 
ing just enough of their stored 
honey to generate the heat 
necessary to keep them alive. 

The Museum’s observation hive, 
on the other hand, is in a warm 
room. Its glass-walled sides are 
exposed to daylight, augmented by 
electric light. The entrance is 


‘protected from cold winds. The 


setting keeps the bees from clus- 
tering. It makes them hungry. 

Museum officials expect that 
the bees may eat up their entire 
supply of honey before the winter 
is over. Then the Museum will 
try the experiment of giving them 
a mixture of sugar and water 
through a feeding bottle. 

Like wild bees, the insects in 
the Museum’s hive may venture 
outdoors several times during the 
winter. Any day that the tempera- 
ture reaches 50 degrees, they fly 
to dispose of bodily waste. 


At the Museum’s hive a small 
magnifying glass allows visitors to 
study individual bees in action. 
Additional information may be ob- 
tained from a series of dramatic 
blowups of various parts of the 
bee’s anatomy which hang beside 
the observation hive. The photos 
were made by an SEM (Scan- 
ning Electron Microscope) by Dr. 
D, EF. Passoja and Dr. A. F. Row- 
cliffe, EBTEC Corporation, Fed- 
ford. A wild honeybee comb and

A special article in the warrant 
will ask for planning funds for an 
addition to the high school, now 
at capacity, it was learned Tues- 
day night. 

The superintendent’s master 
plan calls for completion of a 
high school addition by 1975. Given 
the usual four year time lag be- 
tween initial planning of school 
construction and pupil occupancy 
of the building, 1971 is the logical 
time to begin the planning. Super- 
intendent Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
did not elaborate on his specific 
plans, saying there would be dis- 

‘ cussion of them between warrant 
closing and town meeting. 

Another school committee- 
sponsored article to look for inthe 
warrant will ask the voters to make 
the October Town Meeting a 
regular, instead of a special, town 
meeting. At special town meeting, 
no article can be considered by 
the voters unless the finance com- 
mittee has approved it. 

Mrs. Virginia Cole reported to 
the committee that a list of 10 
sidewalks requested in 1965 for 
school neighborhoods is being re- 
submitted, except for two which 
have since then been completed. 
Eight more are added to the re- 
quest, and Supervisor of General 
Services Jack Berberian was 
asked to put them in the order of 
safety priority. 

Mrs. Cole also reported that she 
and the superintendent would meet 
with the custodians on Monday, at 
3:30 p.m., to discuss the custo- 
dians’ contract. 

The committee also heard the 
superintendent discuss andexplain 
performance contracting . . edu- 
cational services offered to public 
schools by private concerns in 
competition with public school pro- 
grams. Seifert questioned the real 
educational value of the 
guaranteed-result performance 
contracting, saying it is so 
achievement oriented it probably 
neglects real less tangible edu- 
cational values, however, the com- 
mittee should know that it was 
appearing on the national scene, 
and will be good competition to 
keep schools on their toes. 

The committee withdrew into 
executive session to discuss aper- 
sonnel problem and negotiations. 

The next meeting will be January 
21, in Stowe, inthe school adminis- 
tration offices, which will be moved 
there on or about Jan. 15. Why 
not before? Jack Berberian wants 
to wait until after Jan. 11, when 
the last end of year bills are sent 
over to town hall. He doesn’t want 
any stray bills fluttering out into 
the snow between Doherty and 
Stowe. Will Stowe be ready for a 
school committee meeting? The 
administrators just grinned. ‘‘If 
we move, you’re coming with us, 
ready or not!’’

Behind the symptoms are 
a rapidly accelerating rate of 
change, too fast for many people 
to assimilate, and young people’s 
true perception that there is no 
longer predictability. A young 
person 20 years \ago could plan 
on a vocation with some certainty. 
If today’s high schooler plans for 
a specific job, he may find it 
is obsolete by the time he’s ready 
for it. Who, he pointed out, 
could have predicted a few years 
ago that in 1970, Ph.D’s wouldbea 
glut on the market? In short, 
there are plenty of good reasons 
for pressures, inSeifert’s opinion, 
and it behooves a community to 
do what it can intelligently to 
deal with them. He is delighted 
that the Greater Lawrence Mental

Winter Warning For Heart 


Your Northeast Chapter, Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association warns 
you to use caution in regard to 
sudden exercise with the onset 
of winter. The snow is going to 
fall soon, bringing with it the 
expected joy from the youngsters 
and the snow bunnies, and groans 
from most of the rest of the popu- 
lation. 

Before you venture forthto enjoy 
the exhilaration of the ski slopes, 
the toboggan slides and the racing 
with your snow mobiles, give some 
thought to your physical condition. 
Cold air and higher altitudes make 
even the healthiest heart work 
harder, so it is important to know 
and accept your limitations. 

If you keep yourself in good 
year-round physical condition with- 
regular out door activity, you face 
no special winter problem. If, 
on the other hand, you lead a 
too sedentary life, you would do 
well to take it quite easy as you 
venture out to your activities in 
the snow. The Northeast Chapter 
reminds you of the cardinal rule 
governing all of your activities: 
if you should begin to feel breath- 
less or tired, rest; and to stop 
completely if you feel a tightness 
in your chest. Don’t stay out 
too long, or undertake too stren- 
uous a challenge the first times 
out. Avoid smoking as it adds 
to the difficulties of breathing 
properly in the cold air, and give 
yourself an hour or so of relaxa- 
tion after eating before starting out 
again. 

All of the above suggestions also 
apply to the task of shovelling 
snow. The man of any age with 
a history of heart disease and the 
man over 40, unless exceptionally 
fit, whould avoid entirely the rigors 
of shovelling. 

Your heart Association points 
out that symptoms vary, but these 
are the usual warnings of heart 
attack: 

You may feel a prolonged, op- 
pressive pain or unusual discom- 
fort located in the center of your

Nausea, vomiting and shortness 
of breath may also occur. 

These symptoms may subside 
and then return. 

Instant awareness of what may 
be happening, and immediate med- 
ical assistance, may well repre- 
sent the difference between life 
and death in-so-far as the patient 
is concerned, says your Heart 
Association. 

It is empahsized that the person 
with a suspected heart attack 
should call his doctor im- 
mediately -- or, preferably, have 
someone do it for him. 

If for any reason you can’t 
reach your doctor, do not delay 
but go by the speediest :means 
to the emergency room of the 
nearest hospital to obtain medieal. 
care at the earliest possible 
moment. Get there by the fastest 
method and with minimal physical 
exertion. 

The urgency of speed isdictated 
by the fact that many heart attack 
deaths result from electrical ir- 
regularities of the heart. These 
are most likely to occur shortly 
after the onset of symptoms. In 
many cases, the irregularities can 
be corrected in hospitals by new 
electronic devices, new drugs and 
other techniques. 

The Heart Association has es- 
timated that an additional 50,000 
lives could be saved if all hos- 
pitalized heart attack victims could 
receive specialized coronary care 
service.

It was only natural that New 
Orleans with its varied population 
should be the place where a tradi- 
tion of music making was brought 
over from france, Italy, Germany, 
Spain and other furopean 
countries. : 

There was much evidence that 
the performance of classical music 
by families and friends was a 
feature in the lives of the white 
imigrants who settled there. 

Therefore, with the influence of 
ragtime and jazz becoming more 
established, the younger members 
of these families began to ex- 
periment with the idiom. 

The period brass bands not only 
appeared in minstrel shows, but 
played in clubs, saloons, onriver- 
boats, and on the streets. 

It was the hero-worship of these 
brass bands which brought the 
white Dixieland music into the jazz 
field. Jack Laine and his rag- 
time band was the initiator of the 
style of Dixieland jazz which later 
swept across the country and fas- 
cinated the entire world. 

Other early Dixieland Bands of 
the time included Tom Brown, who 
in 1915 appeared in Chicago and 
became a great success. 

When Tom Brow1\s Rand broke 
up, the word ‘‘or. ‘inal’? was 
added to its name and here started 
‘'The famous Original Dixieland 
Jazz Eand’’. 

With the closing of Storyville 
in 1917, a district of New Or- 
leans, which employed most of the 
musicians, the shift to Chicago 
started a new era.

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Editorial Comment 


Conservation? 


The selectmen this week are questioning the policies of 
the Conservation Commission in prohibiting land held by 
them from use by the taxpayers for snowmobiling. 

We think the questioning is right. 

The Conservation Commission has done a magnificent 
job in Andover in seeing to the preservation of open spaces 
and green acres. 

But in order to do so, it needed hundreds of thousands 
of dollars of the taxpayers money. 

Now the commission can prohibit use of these areas. 

The prohibition of the use of the lands, to such persons 
as may wish to snowmobile, and even hunt, is now subject 
to fine by offenders. 

Our original thoughts on conservation, as presented at 
town meeting several years ago when taxpayers provided the 
considerable sum for conservation purposes, was that these 
acres would be used for recreation and other purposes. 

Indeed, snowmobiles have become a most popular piece 
of winter machinery and the fun thing to do in winter. 

The vehicles have limitations as to where they can be 
used. 

Certainly the conservation lands lend themselves most 
appropriately to such use. 


But the conservationists are denying that use. 

Hundreds of acres of land in Andover have been taken 
off the tax rolls for conservation purposes. 

The taxpayers have thus sacrificed in duplicate. 

They have provided the funds for acquisition and at the 
same time removed from development-residential, industrial 
or whatever, large parcels of land. 

Now apparently, having sacrificed to this extent, they 
are further told they can not use this acreage for recrea- 
tional purposes. 

Andover taxpayers, like those in all communities, have 
been pretty well exhausted in their tax pocketbooks. 

But, they extended themselves a little more to provide 
for obtaining of land for conservation purposes. 

To deny the residents use of the land for such recreation 
purposes as snowmobiling seems ludicrous. 

The only measure which should be taken is that of safety. 

Otherwise, the lands should be open to public use. 


Water Rates 


Let us preface our remarks about the proposed increase 
in the town’s water rates by stating that no one enjoys 
facing increased costs. 

The water rate study completed by Camp, Dresser and 
McKee and presented to town officials the past week, how- 
ever, would seem to make sense. 

The rate changes would provide for the water depart- 
ment to be on an almost self-sustaining basis. 

The town would, in essence, be in the business of selling 
water. 

It seems an equitable way for the taxpayers to provide 
for this needed commodity. 

Faced with a water treatment plant, improvements in the 
system, increased personnel, etc., the water department can 
almost pay the way with the new rate system. 

The homeowner with abundant water requirements, such 
as lawn sprinkling, swimming pools, etc., will be paying his 
fair share, as will the normal user. , 

In such a way, taxpayers will not be overburdened with 
additional costs for the expansion of the water department 
which has been dictated by growth. 

To put a department, such as the water department, on a 
self-sustaining basis - something the building inspector’s de- 
partment has been for some time - seems logical and relief 
to tax-conscious residents.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

When I read the Gross National 
Product of the United States has 
reached an annual rate of one 
trillion dollars, I wondered, ‘‘Is 
that good? Is that bad? What 
does it mean?”’ 

As near as I can find out, 
this G.N.P. of a million times 
a million dollars is the total sales 


price for every bit of goods and. 


services produced in the country. 
It is the nation’s annual monetary 
Income From All Sources. Ap- 
parently, it includes the amount 
spent for studies of how tocleanse 
and restore our rivers as well 
as the amount spent for the de- 
tergent that caused the pollution. 
It includes the salaries of our 
peace negotiators; iit includes 
the cost of every bomb produced 
for dropping in Vietnam; and it 
includes the cost of transporting 
poison gas to storage crypts in 
the sea. It includes what we 
spend for milk and for police 
protection and for this newspaper. 

But does the G.N. P. measure our 
wealth or our econgmic health or 
what? 

In Andover we have a law for- 
bidding the removal of topsoil 
from the town. If monetary income 
were Andover’s primary goal, we 
would rescind that law. Sale of 
topsoil could greatly increase land 
owners’ 1971 incomes. We could 
attain a higher Gross Andover Pro- 
duct. 

Indeed we could sell not only 
our topsoil but also our trees. 
We could sell our books, our 
fire engines, our works of art, 
our: antiques, and a few of our 
other treasures. By so doing, we 
might attain in 1971 the highest 
per capita income of any place in 
the nation. 

And after we sold out, we could 
call ourselves ‘‘the richest town 
around,”’ just as our country calls 
itself ‘‘the richest nation on 
earth.”’ 

Maybe I’m too conservative, but 
I can’t accept the Gross National’ 
Product as a true indicator of 
wealth or of well-being. I don’t 
want to be rich in a barren waste- 
land. I want to get back to such 
basic principles as ‘‘the topcoil 
shall not be removed from our 
land.’”?

The zoning board of appeals 
holds its hearings in Memorial 
Hall library. 

Other committees and boards, 
the finance committee for instance, 
meet in Memorial Hall library 
meeting rooms. 

It would appear that the town 
has sufficient facilities at this 
time to meet the need until such 
time as final decisions are made 
with regard to the future of muni- 
cipal buildings. 

Gone, of course, is the possible 
use of the former Central fire 
station which Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin had suggested as 
a possible annex to the town hall. 

The selectmen rejected this pro- 
posal and followed through on de- 
molition. 

Basic to the problem at the 
moment is the bond issue. 

Bonded accounts go through 
extensive legal work. 

The $550,000 obtained five years 
ago was listed for a specific pur- 
pose -- namely a new town hall. 

It is believed now that it may 
be necessary to go to the legis- 
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lature to have use of the money 
changed from a_ new town hall 
to an addition. 

The remaining funds cannot be 
applied to the general fund. 

What could happen, should town 
officials feel an addition to town 
hall is not needed, is the entire 
account be applied to the Doherty 
school addition, thus relieving the 
proposed $1,900,500 cost by about 
$550,000. 

There is little doubt that some 
work is necessary on the town 
hall.

A miscellany of non-master- 
pieces from the Museum of fine 
Arts’ permanent collection is on 
view December 11 through Feb- 
ruary in the book corridor. 

‘‘Oddments”’ is a lighthearted 
exhibition of games, puzzles, old 
currency, paper dolls, posters, 
lithographs, post cards and other 
curious trivia, mostly from the 
nineteenth century and mostly 
American. 

“Phe show is not to be taken 
seriously,”’ emphasizes Cliff 
Ackley, Assistant Curator of 
Prints and Drawings. ‘‘The cri- 
terion was that each piece be 
amusing, of some interest, and 
maybe, incidentally, of some ar- 
tistic merit. They are mainly odd 
bits and pieces which have come 
to us along with the masterpieces. 
Most of them would not otherwise 
be included in a Museum exhibi- 
tion.”’ 

Aubrey Beardsley’s schoolboy 
doodles of scenes from Homer are 
among the most curious of the 
curiosities being shown.

New Math Program Set 
For Elementary Schools 


Next fall all Andover elementary 
school students will be in a new 
math program. 

While Shawsheen and some 
Doherty School math classes will 
pilot the Individually Prescribed 
Instruction (IPI) math program in 
an experiment in truly individual- 
ized instruction, the rest of the 
‘elémentary system will put all 
pupils into a new continuous pro- 
gress math program. 

In the new CP math program, 
students in each school will be 
placed in math instructional groups 
strictly according to their math 
level, (determined by inventory 
tests), without regard for their 
school grade, and will progress 
according to ability. For teachers, 
it will mean dealing with a math 
level, or class, which will have a 
wider age span, perhaps containing 
children from _ three different 
grades, but one which will be more 
closely grouped together in math 
ability than in present mathgroup- 
ing within grade levels. The pro- 
gram is being developed by 25 
elementary school math teachers, 
in a Sanborn School inservice pro- 
ject, under Sanborn Principal 
Joseph Normandy. 

When Supt. Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert trotted out the new math 
program at Tuesday night’s school 
committee meeting, he had to 
satisfy the questions of Chairman 
Richard A. Katz, who exhibited 
some confusion on_ behalf 
of parents. He was joined by 
member Frank Hill ’s close ques- 
tioning, of why the system was 
going to yet another mathprogram, 
so soon after the Eancroft summer 
workshop to develop a math pro- 
gram, and just as the system is 
about to pilot the IPI math pro- 
gram. 

Is continuous progress the same 
thing as individualized instruction? 
What happened to the Bancroft 
math program? Has this new 
program anything to do with the 
last year’s Curriculum Days math 
workshop to set up K-12 math 
curriculum? 

Superintendent Seifert, Prin- 
cipal Normandy and elementary 
teacher Philip Dyer, a committee 
head of the teachers’ group de- 
veloping the program took turns 


fielding the questions, with Seifert

handling the philosophical flyers. 
No, continuous progress is not 
individualized instruction, where 
each assignment is tailored to 
the individual student, but it is 
the logical step toward individual- 
ized instruction, the closest thing 
to it, and it’s what we are ready 
to do now, throughout the system, 
to achieve our five year goals in 
math, It allows the child to be 
grouped according to his individual 
instructional level and to proceed 
at the speed of his own ability, 
instead of being taught the math 
of his school grade, which may 
be going too fast or too slow for 
his ability. 

The Andover Continuous Pro- 
gress Math Program now being 
melded together will be an 
amalgam of the Clark County, 
Nev. math program with the Ban- 
croft math program and with the 
directions and objectives which 
Andover teachers agreed upon in 
last year’s Curriculum Day math 
workshops. 

Normandy later told the 
TOWNSMAN that the 25 teachers 
who are putting the math program 
together chose the Clark County 
program from among five because 
of its clearly written andexcellent 
behavioral objectives, its complete 
inventory tests, and the fact that 
it uses instructional materials 
(from three publishers, Addison 
Wesley, Singer andAmerican Book 
Co.) which the Andoyer system 
already has in partial supply. 

The Bancroft program lacks in- 
ventory tests, but its strong point 
is its excellent math levels. The 
inservice group is applying the 
Bancroft math levels to the Clark 
County program, a regular graded 
one, to turn it into the continuous 
progress system that Andover 
wants. They also aim to do any 
revisions necessary to make the 
program agree with the objectives 
and directions of the last year’s 
Curriculum Day K-12 math work- 
shop. finally, they are_trying 
and recommending the manipula- 
tive materials to be put in each 
school, many of them from the 
Bancroft program, as instruc- 
tional aids. 

The school committee seemed 
satisfied that the new program was, 
indeed, as Seifert urged, a logical
